custodian's office. 
"When the enemy character of pci - 


sons rests solely upon their residence, 
it will be seen that by change of resi- 
dence into non-enemy territory they 
lost their enemy character. 
The at- 
torney-general has adopted a liberal 
interpretation of the act. which per- 
mits such persons when they lost the r 
enemy character to be treated as if 
thev had always been non-enemy per- 
sons and to have their property re- 
turned upon a proper showing of loy- 


American citizens 
who lost their 


property in Germany will be allowed, 
in the opinion of the attorney-general, 
to present claims to-this government, 
which will see that they 
are reim- 


bursed from German holdings here.
